NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—(/P)—Ger- 
many's great westwall Is stripped 
of mystery In the Army Quarterly, 
England's best known military pub- 
lication. 
An article in tho latest Issue, the 
first since the European war be. 
gan, makes the wall different in 
' ciplo, but more formidable than 
.... public has boon told. It indi- 
cates that If an attack should break 
through the 30-mile depth of the 
wall familiar to news readers, there 
would be another and another ready 
behind, each about as effective as 
the first. 
The article Is by Capt. G. C. 
Wynne. The Siegfried position, ho 
says, Is an outgrowth of new de- 
fense principles developed by Gen- 
eral Ludendorff, of the German 
army, near the close of tho world 
war. 
That principle Is like a football 
team In reverse, like putting two 
men only In the line, two others In 
defensive back position and all the 
rest far hack out of the play, with 
tho receiver of-a punt. 
The Germans, Wynne says, used 
a 1-1-4 formation, the 4 being the 
bulk of an army, back out of the 
battle, but waiting to counter-at- 
tack. Massed artillery fire and oth- 
er modern attack weapons, includ- 


ing tanks, were tho reason, These 
largely could destroy any force con- 
centrated In forward areas. 
Ludendorff, 
therefore, 
placed 
scattered units, with machine guns 
and concrete pill boxes in tho 
front area, designed to hamper the 
attack. Behind that, with still only 
a comparatively small part of the 
defenders, was tho battle zone, In- 
tended to disorganize tho attack. 
This, Wynne says, Is the principle 


of the westwall, But 'where tha 
world war Gorman defense zones 
were only about five miles deep, 
tho new wall Is 30. 
This distance la based on mili- 
tary estimates of how far a heavy, 
artillery-carrying tank can travel 
under battle conditions.

school board members. 
The investigator, who was lent 
to the committee by the Veterans' 
Administration, also read into the 
record what he said were excerpts 
from "Tho Communist," a maga- 
zine of the 
communist 
party, 


which declared "how Important" 
It was "to build the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers." 
The excerpt was read, 
Wilson 


testified, "to show the real signi- 
ficance attaching to the repeated 
assertion that the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers is strongly 
impregnated with communism." 


Wilson added that the article 
also named the American Student 
Union and the Young Communist 
League as "agencies to be utilized 
in the spread of communism in 
achools." 


"In practically every institution 


of higher learning and in many 
city high schools," the Investigator 
declared, "it was found that the 
American Student Union Was the 
agency used in spreading com- 
munism." 
Communist Heads School Board, 
Wilson 
testified that he was 


founder of Cluster Springs Acad- 
emy in Halifax county, Va., where 
Chairman Dies (D-Tcxas) went to 
school as a boy. 


The investigator said one case 
came to his attention of "a ladv 
physician who served as medical 
officer for the (communist) par- 
ty in Spain," and who, he said, 
was acting chairman of a city 
school board. 


Wilson was to be followed by 
other 
witness.es during 
several 


days of testimony which Chairman 
Dies (D-Tcxas) said would be de- 
voted to Investigation of un-Amer- 
icnn activities in American col- 
leges, 
Universities 
and 
public 
schools. 


Wilson declared that the Stu- 


dent Union "is always a 'noisy' 
minority wherever it exists." 
"It invariably ,gets representa- 
tion on the school paper, If not 
full control," he said in his re- 
port. 


"It succeeds In getting space In 
these papers clearly in excess of 
its student membership. It is al-' 
ways opposed to the R. O, T. C. 
(Reserve Officers Training Corps, 
maintained by both army 
and 


navy In schools and colleges) at 
every opportunity. 


Seeks Red Speakers 
"It 
Is over seeking to bring 
'Red' speakers to the campus and 
is active In sponsoring Red move- 
ment's whether local or national 
in scope." 


In the South, the Investigator 


asserted, the Student Union "in- 
troduces the question of equality 
between negroes and whites into 
Its program wherever it is possi- 
ble." 


As corroboration of this, 
he 
| said, the Union was responsible 


for 
telegrams 
which 
"flooded" 


the $tate of Missouri's law school 
demanding admission of negroes 
there. 


He said the Young Communist 
League had flooded campuses with 
litsrature, adding: 


"It Is the universal opinion that 
many thousands of dollars ex- 
pended in this way must of nec- 
essity come from Moscow."
